WILLIAM AND M4.HY COLI.GE. 


At the last session of Congreps a 


bill was iotrodnoed to reimburse 
William and Mary College for the 
losses it sustained flaring the war of 
the R.-'bi-llion. 
This institntion is 


the oldest college iu the Sontl) and 
one of the oldest in the United States. 
It was located on llse pooinsnla be- 
tween tile Jumps and the Potomac, u 
short distance below Richmond. Its 
faculty, professors and students all 
dttdarei'. fur the Confederacy, and 
when the army nncler MfClellun and 
afterwards the greater and more exas- 
perated army niider Grant got possps- 
sion of that country, the old college 
was completely d"spnited. and treat 
ed as harshly as tlietrocpsof the Com 
raonwealth of England 
treated the 


castles of tho adherents of Charles I. 
The losses sustained were simply 
ruinous, and wo believe tbe ius'itu- 
tion has been Hiispended ever siuce, 
because the financial condition of 
Virginia, with a dabt of 830.000,000, 
on which she cannot p«y the interest, 
is nncli that no aid cnuld possibly be 
given from th» t quarter. In this strait. 
the friends of the old college, which 
counts among its graduates some of 
the most eminent of Virginians, dead 
as well asulive, ventured to »sk Con- 
gress for an appropriation sufficient 
to cover the losses sustained by the 
war, and to restore the institution to 
its former usefulness.

one and proper precautions are token, 
nothing is easier than to obtain a 
good 
color. Tbe 
first 
difficulty 


among Americans is that in smoking 
as ia most else they do, they pot on 
too much steam that is to say. they 
smoke too fast. Tbe effect is the too 
sudden application of heat, tbe wax 
is driven off and then tbe oil evap- 
orates and the pipe fails to coior. 
The remedy is simple. Smoke slow- 
ly. Like fine wide, which is sipped, 
not drank, a One meer«cbaam should 
be smoked reflective, instead of as if 
yon were inhaling smoke through a 
brick chimney. 
Again, when once 


smoked, let it become entirely cool 
before refilling.-and-in doing tbis 
avoid laying it on any cold surface. 
H a marble table or mantel. 
Never 


cover a pipe with chamois or any 
thing else, nor smoke it ia a case or 
•ny other covering; becoose tbe war, 
instead of remaining npon ~.he pipe, 
will be absorbed by the material with 
which it is covered, and the pipe be 
covered 
with 
blotches.

should be taken not to smoke a good 
pipe ont doors in very cbM weather, 
the difference in temperature being 
very apt to cause the material to 
crack, as tbe writer bm more than 
once
